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PREFACE 


This  digest  is  intended  as  a  brief  description  of  bills  and  constitu- 
tional amendments  introduced  prior  to  the  constitutional  recess,  January 
27,  1945,  arranged  in  the  same  numerical  sequence  as  in  the  Semi-Final 
History,  summaries  of  Senate  measures  preceding  those  of  the  Assembly. 

These  summaries  do  not  purport  to  analyse  precisely  the  entire  con- 
tents of  the  measures  introduced,  but  rather  to  indicate  the  general  nature 
of  the  proposals  with  only  such  attention  to  details  as  has  been  possible 
in  view  of  the  time  element  and  other  factors  involved. 

No  Subject  List  is  being  prepared  for  this  session.  A  Table  of  Sec- 
tions Affected,  showing  the  code  sections  and  sections  of  general  laws 
•proposed  to  be  amended,  added,  or  repealed  appears  in  this  volume.

S.B.  1— SBAWELL  AND  OTHERS.    Appropriates  $5,000  for  mileage  of  oflBcers  and 

members  of  Senate. 

Ciiapter  1,  Statutes  of  1945,  approved  January  15,  1945,  in  effect  immediately. 

S.B.  2— SEAWELL.    Appropriates  .$60,000  for  reimbursing  members  of  Senate  for 
necessary  expenses  while  attending  session. 
Ciiapter  2,  Statutes  of  1945,  approved  January  18,  1945,  in  effect  immediately. 

S  B.  3  BREED.    (Rev.  &  Tax.)    Amends  Sees.  6051  and  6201,  Rev.  &  Tax.  C, 

re  rate  of  sales  and  use  tiixes. 
Extends  from  June  .30,  1945,  to  June  30,  1947,  time  during  which  rate  shall  be 
2i  per  cent. 

Extends  for  same  period  setting  aside  of  one-fifth  of  proceeds  as  Postwar  Employ- 
ment Reserve. 

S.B.  4— DESMOND.    (Mil.  &  Vet.  Af.)    Adds  Sees.  67.2  and  80.2  to  Act  652,  Bank 
Act,  Sec.  9.19  to  Act  986,  Building  and  Loan  Association  Act,  and  Sees. 
1176.5  and  1170.0  to  Insurance  Code,  re  loans  to  veterans. 
Authorizes  banks,  building  and  loan  associations,  insurers,  personal  finance, 
mortgage,  mortgage  insurance,  and  trust  companies,  fiduciaries,  and  fiduciary  institu- 
tions to  make  loans  to  veteran.s  for  home,  farm,  and  business  purposes  when  guaran- 
teed by  United  States  under  Servicemen's  Readjustment  Act  of  1944.  Provides  that 
guaranteed  portions  of  loans  are  not  included  in  determining  limitations  on  amount  of 
such  loans; 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  5 — CUNNINGHAM.    (Jud.)    New  act,  re  telephone-typewriter  system  under 
Bureau  of  Criminal  Identification  and  Investigation. 
Adds  Kings  County  to  system.    Makes  appropriation. 

S.B.  6— DILWORTH.    (Mil.  &  Vet.  Af.)    Adds  Sees.  099.6  and  971,  Mil.  &  Vet.  C, 
re  county  service  officer. 
Authorizes  Veterans'  Welfare  Board  to  pay  portion  of  expenses  of  county  service 
oflncer.  * 

Provides  that  county  service  officer  shall  assist  veterans  in  presenting  and 
pursuing  claims  and  establishing  rights  against  United  States  and  this  State. 

S.B.  7— GORDON.    (Agr.)    Adds  Sec.  162,  Ag.  C,  re  coyote-getters. 

Defines  coyote-getter  as  device  to  be  placed  in  ground,  loaded  with  explosive 
charge  and  poisonous  substance,  and  designed  to  explode  poisonous  substance  into 
animal's  mouth  or  face  when  bait  is  taken  by  animal.  Authorizes  use  of  such  device 
by  livestock  raiser  on  land  owned  or  controlled  by  him,  or  by  State  or  Federal  hunters 
and  trappers. 

S.B.  8— MAYO.    (L.  Gov.)    Adds  Sec.  4041n,  Pol.  C,  re  watering  troughs. 

Permits  county  supervisors  to  install  and  maintain  watering  troughs  along  State 
highway,  county  road,  or  stock  trail. 

S.B.  9— WARD.    (Rev.  &  Tax.)    Amends  Sees.  17053.5,  19200,  19201,  19203, 
19204,  and  19205,  Rev.  &  Tax.  C,  re  personal  income  taxes. 
Removes  time  limit  of  January  1,  1945,  for : 

(1)  Filing  simplified  return 

(2)  Imposing  tax  on  temporary  tax  basis 

(3)  Allowing  temporary  personal  and  temporary  estate  and  trust  exemptions 

(4)  Filing  returns  on  temporary  income  basis. 

S.B.  10 — WARD.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Sec.  4131,  Pol.  C,  re  county  recorders. 
Authorizes  recording  by  photography  or  other  reproduction  process.

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S.B.  11— MAYO.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  4279,  Pol.  C,  to  change  compensation  of 
officers  of  Calaveras  County. 

S.B.  12— GORDON.    (Rev.  &  Tax.)    Adds  Sec.  6365,  Rev.  &  Tax.  C,  re  exemption 
from  sales  and  use  taxes. 
Exempts  tangible  personal  property  applied  to  or  absorbed  by  article  manufac- 
tured, produced  or  processed  for  retail  sale. 

S.B.  1.3 — BREED.    (Rev.  &  Tax.)    Amends  Act  8488,  the  Bank  and  Corporation 
Franchise  Tax  Act,  re  rate  of  tax  on  National  banking  associations,  banks 
and  financial  corporations. 
I'nder  present  law,  tax  rate  is  4  per  cent  as  provided  by  paragraph  (3)  of  Sec.  4 
plus  amount  determined  by  formula  ba.sed  on  personal  property  taxes  specified  in 
Sec.  4a.  Bill  retains  4  per  cent  rate,  amends  Sec.  4a  to  delete  present  formula  and  sub- 
stitute 1  per  cent  of  net  income. 

Provides  first  installment  be  one-half  of  tax  disclosed  by  return,  balance  due  as 
second  installment ;  offset  provided  by  act  to  be  applied  to  second  installment. 

S.B.  14 — MAYO.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  4282,  Pol.  C,  to  change  compensation  of 
public  officers  in  Mariposa  County. 

C,  to  change  compensation  of 
public  officers  in  Tuolumne  County. 

S.B.  16 — MAYO.  New  act.  Suspends  until  six  months  after  termination  of  hos- 
tilities, provisions  of  Sec.  .5,  Art.  XI,  Const.,  i)rohibiting  increase  of  com- 
pensation of  county,  township,  or  municipal  officers  after  election  or  during 
term  of  office. 

Chapter  5,  Statutes  of  1945,  approved  January  24, 1945,  in  effect  immediately. 

S.B.  17— MAYO.    (W.  &  I.)    Amends  Sec.  2020.01,  \V.  &  I.  C,  re  aid  to  aged. 

Continues  until  ninety-first  day  after  final  adjournment  of  1947  Regular 
Session  of  Legislature  present  temporary  .section  providing  maximum  rate 
of  $50  per  month  for  aid  to  aged. 

S.B.  18— DESMOND.    (L.  Gov.)    Repeals  Sec.  4071,  Pol.  C,  re  county  funds 
under  control  of  board  of  supervisors. 
Repeals  prohibition  against  board's  exceeding  constitutional  debt  limit,  and 
abolishes  requirement  that  auditor  submit  to  board  monthly  reports  of  allowances. 

S.B.  19— DESMOND.  (Ed.)  Appropriates  $,-)00,000  to  Unive'rsity  of  California 
for  instruction  in  food-canning  and  food-processing,  and  buildings  and  equip- 
ment therefor  at  Davis.  Exempts  appropriation  from  time  limit  for  expendi- 
ture under  Sec.  435,  Pol.  C. 

S.B.  20 — SLATER.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  737ww,  Pol.  C,  to  increase  annual 
salary  of  superior  court  jiidges,  Sonoma  County,  from  $7,5(K)  to  $8,500. 

S.B.  21— SLATER.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  4249,  Pol.  C,  to  change  compensa- 
tion of  public  officers  in  Sonoma  County. 

S.B.  22— HDLSE  AND  OTHERS.    New  act.    Appropriates  .$25,000  for  support  of 
Colorado  River  Board,  including  presentation  of  interests  of  State  in  re 
proposed  treaty  between  I'nited  .States  and  Mexico;  not  to  exceed  $15,000 
may  be  expended  for  legal  services  rendered  by  Attorney  General. 
Chapter  9,  Statutes  of  1945,  approved  January  27,  1945,  in  effect  immediately. 

S.B.  23— FLETCHER.  (Rev.  &  Tax.)  Adds  Art.  4,  Ch.  4,  Pt.  10,  Div.  2, 
Rev.  &  Tax.  C,  re  personal  income  taxes,  allowing  deductions  from  gross 
income  in  computing  net  income  after  December  1,  1944,  of  net  operating 
losses  as  defined  by  Sec.  122,  Internal  Revenue  Code. 

S.B.  24— FLETCHER.    (B.  &  P.)    Adds  Sec.  4136,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  licentiates  in 
pharmacy.  • 
Provides  for  Class  Five  licentiates:  those  registered  in  any  State  requiring 
competency  and  experience  equal  to  that  required  in  this  State,  and  granting  reciprocity 
to  California  licentiates. 
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S.B.  25— DILWORTH  AND  OTHERS.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  Amends  Sees.  3100, 
3300,  and  3.325,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  tuberculosis  grants  in  aid. 
Increases  from  $3  to  $7  per  week  per  person  cared  for  State  grants  to  counties 
and  cities  maintaining  tuberculoses  preventoria,  wards  or  hospitals,  and  convalescent 
colonies.  Appropriates  unspecified  amount  to  Bureau  of  Tuberculosis  in  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  to  pay  increased  cost  during  Ninety-seventh  and 
Ninety-eighth  Fiscal  Years. 

S.B.  26— DILWORTH.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  title,  adds  Sec.  25.5,  Chapter  47, 
Statutes  of  1044  (Fourth  Extraordinary  Session),  which  appropriated 
.'i!10,000,000  for  preparation  of  plans  and  acquisition  of  sites  for  local  post- 
war public  works,  to  authorize  use  of  such  money  for  construction  on  a 
matching  basis. 

S.B.  27— BIGGAR.  (L.  Gov.)  "Amends  Sec.  4203,  Pol.  C,  to  change  compens?a- 
tion  of  public  officers  in  Mendocino  County. 

S.B.  28— WEYBRET  AND  CUNNINGHAM.     (W.  &  I.)    Amends  Sec.  41.5,  Act 
8780d,  Unemployment  Insurance  Act,  re  transfer  of  employers  reserve 
account  to  successor. 
Provides  for  transfer  of  reserve  account  where  ownership  is  transferred  to  mem- 
bers of  family. 

S.B.  29— BIGGAR.     (F.  I.)    Adds  Section  11733.5,  Ins.  C,  re  computation  of 
workmen's  comptnsation  insurance  premiums. 
Requires  coverage  of  relatives  of  employer  at  same  premium  rates  as  for  employees 
not  related  to  employer. 

S.B.  30— BIGGAR.  (L.  Gov.)  Adds  Sec.  23.1,  Act  2119,  District  Investigation 
Act  of  1933,  to  provide  it  does  not  apply  to  cemetery  districts  organized 
under  Chai)ter  6.52,  Statutes  of  1921. 

S.B.  31— COLLIER.  (Rev.  &  Tax.)  Amends  Sec.  10452.  Rev.  and  Tax.  C,  to  pro- 
vide that  money  in  Motor  Vehicle  Transportation  Tax  Fund  be  transferred 
to  State  Highway  Fund  instead  of  to  General  Fund. 

S.B.  32— SALSMAN.    (Mil.  &  Vet.  Af.)    Adds  Art.  5,  Ch.  6,  Div.  4,  Mil.  &  Vet.  C, 

re  business  loans  to  veterans. 
Authorizes  A'^eterans'  Welfare  Board  to  make  loans  to  veterans,  not  exceeding 
.$5,000,  to  engage  in  small  businesses  employing  their  personal  services.  Limits  value 
of  businesses  to  $25,000.  Provides  for  4  per  cent  per  annum  interest  on  loans. 
Authorizes  board  to  determine  qualificatinns  of  veterans  and-  conditions  of  loans. 
Appropriates  unspecified  sum. 

S.B.  .33— COLLIER.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  Amends  Sec.  2.55,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  physically 
handicapped  children. 
Provides  that  certificate  which  judge  of  superior  court  is  required  to  present  to 
State  Department  of  Pul)lic  Health,  when  application  has  been  made  by  parent  or 
guardian  to  furnish  services  for  handicapped  child,  shall  contain  finding  of  maximum 
amount  of  expense  which  shall  constitute  county  charge. 

S.B.  .34 — COLLIER.     (Rev.  '&  Tax.)    Amends,  adds  and  repeals  various  sections. 
Rev.  &  Tax.  C,  re  redemption  of  real  property. 
Makes  county  tax  collector  "redemption  officer." 

Requires  secured  and  delinquent  rolls  remain  in  redemption  officer's  office. 

Provides  for  transfer  of  neces.sary  records  to  redemption  officer,  and  procedure 
to  be  followed  by  him  and  redemptioner. 

Permits  notation  of  payment  of  delinquent  taxes  on  abstract  list. 

Deletes  requirement  of  notifying  assessior  and  recorder  of  redemption.  Provides 
redemption  officer  keep  record  showing  current  unpaid  items  on  delinquent  rolls  or 
abstract  lists. 

Repeals  Ch.  4,  re  redemption  through  tax  collector,  in  counties  of  first  and  second 
classes  ;  in  others,  on  vote  of  supervisors. 

New  Ch.  4  provides  for  preparation  of  abstract  lists  of  unpaid  items  from  delin- 
(|uent  rolls,  and  their  contents. 
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S.B.  35 — COLLIER.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sec.  4133,  Pol.  C,  to  permit  recordation  of 
certificates  of  sales  of  real  estate  sold  under  execution  or  court  order  in 
"official  records"  of  county,  instead  of  separate  book  of  "certificate  of  sales." 

S.B.  36— BURNS.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  737j,  Pol.  C,  raising  salary  of  Judge 
of  Superior  Court,  Fresno  County,  from  $7,000  to  $8,000. 

S.B.  37— DILLINGER.  (Nat.  Res.)  Adds  Ch.  8,  Div.  2,  Sees.  2801  to  2805,  inc.. 
Pub.  Res.  C,  re  mining  by  dredgers. 

Requires  replacement  within  six  months  of  rocks  and  soil  displaced,  with  coarse 
material  at  bottom  and  fine  at  top,  and  leveling  of  surface.  Defines  coarse  and  fine 
material.  Requires  material  stripped  from  surface  by  earth  moving  machinery  to  be 
replaced  on  top  of  other  material. 

Exempts  operations  in  live  stream  beds  and  those  on  property  which  in  opinion 
of  board  of  supervisors  does  not  possess  agricultural,  scenic  or  historic  value  to  justify 
restoration.    Prescribes  procedure  and  penalties. 

S.B.  38 — BURNS.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  4234,  Pol.  Co.,  to  change  compensation 
of  public  officers  in  Fresno  County. 

S.B.  39— DESMOND.    (L.  Gov.)    Adds  Sees.  4041.7  and  4408.5,  Pol.  C,  re  water 
transportation  facilities. 
Authorizes  counties  and  cities  to  appropriate  and  expend  money  for  planning 
for  such  facilities  and  to  levy  special  tax  therefor. 

S.B.  40 — McCORMACK.    (Agr.)    Amends  Sec.  92,  Ag.  C,  re  agricultural  fairs. 

Deletes  provision  that  after  January  1,  1943,  only  those  fairs  which  operated 
in  1941  (with  certain  exceptions)  may  receive  allocation  of  State  money. 

S.B.  41— McCORMACK.    (Agr.)    Amends  Sec.  92,  Ag.  C,  re  agricultural  fairs. 

Present  law  provides  that  with  certain  exceptions  only  those  fairs  which  oper- 
ated in  1941  may  receive  allocation  of  State  money.    Bill  also  excepts  Solano  County. 

S.B.  42 — .DeLAP.  (Pub.  U.)  Amends  Act  6475,  re  conditional  sales  of  railroad 
equipment. 

Provides  for  recording,  rather  than  filing,  conditional  sales  of  railroad  equip- 
ment, and  declarations  of  payment,  in  records  of  Secretary  of  State. 

S.B.  43— FLETCHER.    (Transp.)    Amends  Sec.  511.4,  adds  Sec.  511.6,  Veh.  C,  to 

authorize  reduction  of  speed  limits  by  Department  of  Public  Works  on  city 
streets  as  well  as  on  State  highways  in  cities. 

S.B.  44— DESMOND.    (Transp.)    Amends  Sec.  44.1,  Vehicle  Code,  re  privately 

owned  authorized  emergency  vehicles. 
Enlarges  class  of  officers  entitled  to  benefits  accorded  owner  of  authorized  emer- 
gency vehicle,  to  include  marshals  and  deputy  marshals. 

S.B.  45— SALSMAN.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  Adds  Art.  7.5,  Ch.  2,  Pt.  3,  Div.  12, 
H.  &  S.  C,  re  capital  outlays  in  county  fire  protection  districts. 
Authorizes  board  of  supervisors  upon  request  of  district  commissioners  to 
establish  capital  outlay  fund  and  include  item  in  annual  tax  levy.  Permits  transfer 
of  unencumbered  surplus  funds  to  such  fund  at  end  of  fiscal  year.  Provides  that  fond 
may  be  abolished  by  four-fifths  vote  of  board  of  supervisors  when  no  longer  necessary. 

S.B.  46— SALSMAN.    (W.  &  I.)    Adds  Sec.  2181.02,  W.  &  I.  C,  re  aid  to  aged. 

Requires  responsible  relative  who  has  filed  sworn  statement  that  he  is  contribut- 
ing and  will  continue  to  contribute  in  cash  to  support  of  applicant  or  recipient  of  aid 
to  pay  his  contribution  to  county  monthly,  in  reimbursement  of  aid  granted,  and 
requires  that  recipient  be  granted  full  amount  of  aid  to  which  he  is  entitled  (instead 
of  deducting  relative's  contributions  or  promised  contributions  from  grant  of  aid). 
Provides  that  money  received  by  counties  from  relatives  be  credited  to  county.  State, 
and  United  States  Government  in  proportion  that  each  contributed  to  aid  granted. 
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S.B.  47— QUINN.  (Elec.)  Adda  Ch.  4,  Div.  12,  Elec.  C,  re  elections  of  county 
and  township  officers. 
Provides  that  in  election  at  which  two  or  more  constables  are  to  be  elected,  it 
shall  be  deemed  that  there  are  as  many  offices  as  there  are  constables  to  be  elected  ; 
that  each  separate  office  shall  be  separately  designated  on  all  papers  relating  to  the 
election,  the  separate  designation  to  be  same  for  both  primary  and  general  election. 

S.B.  48— QUINN  AND  OTHERS.  (Agr.)  Appropriates  .$300,000  to  Department 
of  Agriculture  for  predatory  animal  control. 

S.B.  49— FLETCHER.  (Jud.)  Adds  Sec.  1714.1,  C.  C,  making  parents  civilly 
liable  for  malicious  torts  of  minors. 

S.B.  50— FLETCHER.    (Jud.)    Amends  Sec.  227aa,  C.  C,  re  adoption  of  child 
by  step-parent  where  adopting  parent  or  natural  parent  retaining  custody 
is  in  military  service,  etc. 
Continues  in  effect  for  additional  two  years  section  having  standard  duration 
clause  and  permitting  adopting  step-parent  or  natural  parent  retaining  custody  to 
appear  by  attorney  instead  of  in  person,  if  such  parent  is  in  military  service,  etc. 

S.B.  51— .JUD AH  AND  .TESPERSEN.  (Gov.  E«E.)  Amends  Act  5847,  the  State 
Employees'  Retirement  Act,  and  corresponding  sections  of  proposed  Pt.  3, 
Div.  5,  Title  2,  Gov.  C,  re  State  Employees'  Retirement  System. 

Changes  basic  age  upon  which  contribution  rates  for  members  (other  than  mem- 
bers of  California  Highway  Patrol,  city  policemen,  and  city  firemen)  are  calculated 
from  65  to  60,  and  changes  formula  for  allowances  which  rates  are  designed  to  produce 
from  one-seventieth  to  one-sixtieth  of  final  compensation  per  year  of  service. 
Increases  future  allowances,  and  contributions  of  members  and  employers  therefor. 

Permits  members  (other  than  members  of  California  Highway  Patrol,  city 
policemen,  and  city  firemen)  who  have  completed  20  years  of  service  to  retire  at 
age  55  instead  of  age  60,  with  reduced  allowances. 

Provides  minimum  allowance  of  $60  (instead  of  .$40)  per  month  for  members 
retiring  after  age  65  with  credit  for  prior  service  or  20  years  of  service  (instead  of 
after  age  70  with  credit  for  prior  service). 

Provides  death  benefit  of  $300,  provided  from  employer's  contributions,  to 
estates  or  beneficiaries  of  members  dying  after  retirement  and  while  receiving  retire- 
ment allowance. 

Applicable  to  contracting  public  agencies  and  their  employees  only  if  contracting 
agency  so  elects,  by  amendment  to  its  contract  with  the  Board,  of  Administration. 
Otherwise,  present  provisions  of  law  continue  to  apply  to  them. 

S.B.  52— JUDAH  AND  JESPERSEN.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Act  5847,  the  State 
Employees'  Retirement  Act,  and  corresponding  sections  of  proposed  Pt.  3, 
Div.  5,  Title  2,  Gov.  C,  re  State  Employees'  Retirement  System. 
Makes  same  changes  re  contributions,  ages  of  retirement,  and  retirement  allow- 
ances as  S.B.  51,  but  does  not  increase  amount  of  minimum  allowances,  or  provide 
death  benefit  for  members  dying  after  retirement. 

Applicable  to  contracting  public  agencies  and  their  employees  under  same  con- 
ditions as  S.B.  51. 

S.B.  53— .TUDAH  AND  JESPERSEN.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Act  5847,  the  State 
Employees'  Retirement  Act,  and  corresponding  section  of  proposed  Pt.  3, 
Div.  5,  Title  2,  Gov.  C,  re  minimum  retirement  allowances  under  State 
Employees'  Retirement  System. 
Makes  same  changes  re  minimum  retirement  allowances  as  S.B.  51,  applicable 

to  contracting  public  agencies  and  their  employees  under  same  conditions. 

S.B.  54— JUDAH  AND  JESPERSEN.    (Gov.  Eff.)    Amends  Act  5847,  the  State 
Employees'  Retirement  Act,  and  corresponding  portion  of  proposed  Pt.  3, 
Div.  5,  Title  2,  Gov.  C,  re  benefits  payable  by  State  Employees'  Retirement 
System  upon  death  of  retired  members. 
Provides  same  benefit  upon  death  of  retired  members  as  S.B.  51,  applicable  to 

contracting  public  agencies  and  their  employees  under  same  conditions. 
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S.B.  55— JUDAH  AND  JESPERSEN.  (Gov.  E£f.)  Amends  Act  5847,  the  State 
Employees'  Retirement  Act,  and  corresponding  portion  of  proposed  Pt.  3, 
Div.  5,  Title  2,  Gov.  C,  re  inclusion  in  State  Employees'  Retirement 
System  of  State  employees  not  paid  by  State. 

Includes  in  system  employees  (now  excluded)  whose  compensation  is  paid, 
pursuant  to  statute  or  contract,  out  of  funds  not  directly  controlled  by  State,  and 
establishes  procedure  for  payment  of  contributions  by  such  persons  and  for  payment 
of  State  contributions  in  respect  to  them.

S.B.  74— BREED.    (Pub.  H.  &  S.)    Amends  Sec.  2331,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  mosquito 
abatement  district  annexations  in  incorporated  territory. 
Dispenses  with  consent  of  city's  legislative  body  where  annexation  petition 
signed  by  registered  voters  equal  to  15%  of  city's  last  gubernatorial  vote. 

S.B.  75 — DESMOND.  (L.  Gov.)  New  act,  the  T>ocal  Area  Rehabilitation  Act,  re 
redevelopment  of  retrograde  areas  in  cities,  counties,  and  cities  and  counties.

Provides  that 
consent  must  be  followed  by  license  and  solemnization,  except  as  provided 
by  Sec.  70  C.  C,  relating  to  marriage  of  adults  who  have  lived  together  as 
husband  and  wife. 

S.B.  106 — SWING.  (Jud.)  New  act,  re  marriages.  Declares  valid  all  marriages 
heretofore  or  hereafter  consummated  under  Sec.  79,  C.  C,  relating  to 
marriage  of  adults  living  together  as  husband  and  wife." 

S.B.  107— SWING.     (Jud.)    Repeals  See.  1,505  Pen.  C,  re  damages  for  failure  to 
issue  or  obey  writ  of  habeas  corpus. 
Repeals  provision  which  allows  person  aggrieved  penalty  of  not  over  $5,000 
against  judge  who  refuses,  upon  proper  application,  to  issue  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  or 
against  person  to  whom  such  writ  is  directed  who  refuses  obedience  to  it. 

S.B.  108— SWING.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Act  .5849a,  Judges'  Retirement  Act,  and 
Act  5849b,  Judges'  Retirement  Fund  Act,  re  retirement,  with  retirement 
allowances,  of  judges  and  justices,  and  contributions  to  the  Judges'  Retire- 
ment Fund  to  i)rovide  such  allowances. 

Changes  age  and  service  qualifications  for  retirement  for  .service,  permitting 
retirement  at  earlier  ages  than  provided  in  present  law  for  judges  credited  with  long 
service,  and  provides  scale  of  service  retirement  allowances  proportioned  to  age  and 
service,  graduated  from  one-half  average  salary  (averaged  over  qualifying  service)  for 
judges  with  minimum  qualifications  to  full  average  salary  for  life  for  judges  with  maxi- 
mum qualifications  (present  law  provides  one-half  final  salary  for  all). 

Does  not  change  qualifications  or  procedure  for  disability  retirement,  but  changes 
amount  of  disability  allowances  and  periods  for  which  they  are  payable,  proportioning 
amounts  and  periods  to  the  service  of  the  retired  judge.

Prohibits  summoning  members  of  volunteer  fire  departments  to  assist  in  suppress- 
ing forest  fire. 

S.B.  110 — WEYBRET.  (Nat.  Res.)  New  act,  authorizing  State  Park  Commission 
to  sell  certain  lands  in  San  Benito  County,  and  prescribing  procedure. 

S.B.  Ill— DeLAP.    (Transp.)    Amends  Sec.  1C21,  Sts.  &  H.  C-,  and  Sec.  8356,  Rev. 
&  Tax.  C,  re  county  reports  of  expenditures  of  highway  funds. 
Provides  for  reports  to  be  made  by  county  auditor  to  State  Controller,  instead  of 
reports  by  board  of  supervisors  to  Department  of  Public  Works.    Authorizes  general 
instead  of  detailed  report. 

S.B.  112— DeLAP.    (F.  &  G.)    Amends  Sec.  860,  F.  &  G.  C,  re  salmon. 

Changes  autumn  season  in  district  12B  from  August  1-September  16  to  August 
10 — sunrise  on  September  10.  Deletes  obsolete  provision  which  expired  in  August, 
1943. 

S.B.  113 — DeLAP.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Act  1812,  the  County  Employees'  Retire- 
ment Act  of  1937,  to  permit  inclusion  in  county  retirement  systems  of 
officers  and  employees  of  fire  protection  districts  in  unincorporated  areas 
upon  two-thirds  vote  of  board  of  fire  commissioners. 

S.B.  114 — DeLAP.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Act  1812,  the  County  Employees'  Retire- 
ment Act  of  1937,  re  membership  of  elective  officers.

S.B.  116— DeLAP.    (B.  &  P.)    Adds  Sec.  6049.1,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  attorneys. 

Makes  admissible  in  California  disciplinary  proceedings  authenticated  copies  of 
transcript,  findings,  orders  and  judgments  in  disciplinary  proceedings  in  Federal  or 
other  State  courts. 

S.B.  117— DeLAP.    (B.  &  P.)    Amends  Sec.  6031,  R.  &  P.  C,  re  attorneys. 

Permits  Board  of  Governors  of  State  Bar  to  advance  professional  interests  of 
members,  and  relations  of  bar  with  public. 

S.B.  118 — DeLAP.    (Transp.)    Amends  Act  1299,  re  special  census  for  distribution 
of  money  from  State  Highway  Fund  and  Motor  Vehicle  License  Fee  Fund 
to  cities  and  cities  and  counties. 
Extends  from  1945  to  1947.  period  during  which  special  determination  of  popula- 
tion may  be  made  for  purposes  of  such  distribution. 
To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  119— BROWN.    (L.  Gov.)    Amends  Sees.  4075  and  4076,  and  adds  Sec. 
4076.5,  Pol.  C,  re  claims  against  counties. 
Deletes  requirement  that  claims  be  sworn  to,  and  provides  that  signing  of  false 
claim  is  felony. 

S.B.  120— CRITTENDEN.  (F.  I.)  Amends  Sec.  7015,  Ins.  C,  re  county  mutual 
fire  insurers. 

Provides  for  limitation  or  elimination  of  present  assessment  liability  of  3  times 
amount  of  annual  premium  contingent  upon  maintenance  of  specified  surplus. 
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If  $250,000  surplus  maintained,  no  assessment  liability  exists ;  if  less  than 
$250,000  but  $150,000  or  more,  liability  is  limited  to  one  additional  annual  premium; 
if  less  than  $150,000  but  $75,000  or  more,  liability  is  limited  to  twice  the  annual 
premium. 

Prescribes  formula  for  computation  of  surplus.  *

county  mutual  fire  reinsurers. 
For  present  requirement  that  president,  secretary  and  executive  committee 
adjust  losses  in  excess  of  $1,500,  permits  president  and  secretary  to  adjust  all  losses, 
but  requires  notification  of  executive  committee  of  losses  in  excess  of  $5,000.  Requires 
secretary  to  furnish  directors  statement  showing  all  claims  filed  since  previous  meeting 
of  directors.  -  • 

S.B.  127— CRITTENDEN.  (F.  I.)  Repeals  and  adds  various  sections,  Ins.  C, 
re  county  mutual  insurers. 
Repeals  separate  statutory  standard  form  provisions  for  county  mutual  fire 
insurers  and  makes  the  California  Standard  Form  used  by  all  other  insurers  applicable, 
with  exception  of  changes  necessary  for  different  method  of  operation,  including 
limitation  of  assessment  liability  in  accordance  with  S.B.  120.

(F.  I.)    Amends  Act  986.  the  Building  and  Loan 
Association  Act.  re  proceedings  upon  taking  possession  or  liquidation  of 
association  by  Building  and  Loan  Commissioner. 
Provides  for  appointment  of  custodian  by  court  upon  nomination  of  commissioner 

rather  than  appointment  by  commissioner.    Reposes  existing  powers  of  commissioner 

as  to  liquidation  in  custodian. 

S.B.  131— CRITTENDEN.  (W.  &  I.)  Amends  Sees.  1.500,  1501,  1503,  and  1511, 
and  repeals  Sec.  1.j23,  W.  &  I.  C,  re  aid  to  needy  children.

Permits  detention  homes  in  counties  having  population  under  .30,000  to  be  con- 
nected with  county  jail  if  minors  subject  to  juvenile  court  jurisdiction  are  not  confined 
in  same  room,  yard,  or  enclosure  with,  nor  permitted  to  be  in  contact  with,  adult 
prisoners. 

S.B.  135— McCORMACK.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  42.52,  Pol.  C,  to  change  com- 
pensation of  public  officers  in  Solano  County. 

S.B.  136— SEAWELL.  (Lab.)  Amends  Sec.  6902,  Lab.  C,  re  railroad  operation 
personnel. 

Extends  until  ninety-first  day  after  Fifty-seventh,  rather  than  Fifty-sixth, 
Regular  Session,  or  cessation  of  hostilities,  provision  authorizing  Railroad  Commis- 
sion to  suspend  requirements  as  to  number  of  brakemen  on  trains  operating  on  tracks 
on  grades. 
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S.B.  137— FLETCHER.  (Pub.  U.)  Adds  Sec.  14.1,  Act  6391,  the  Public  Utility 
District  Act,  providing  procedure  to  permit  increase  of  number  of  direc- 
tors from  3  to  5  in  districts  lying  entirely  within  one  county. 

S.B.  138— COLLIER.    (Rev.  &  Tax.)    Amends  Sees.  3477  and  3479,  Rev.  &  Tax.  C, 
re  sale  of  tax-sold  property  to  private  parties  before  deed  to  State. 
Increases  by  one  dollar  ($1)  amount  of  bid  required.    Provides  for  recording 
of  deed  by  tax  collector,  and  payment  of  one  dollar  ($1)  filing  fee  out  of  sum  bid. 

S.B.  139— DONNELLY  AND  OTHERS.  (Jud.)  Amends  Act  261,  re  alien  own- 
ership of  real  property. 
Provides  that  Attorney  General,  rather  than  Attorney  General  or  the  district 
attorney  of  the  proper  county,  shall  enforce  escheat  provisions.  District  attorneys, 
on  request  of  Attorney  General,  are  to  cooperate  and  assist  in  enforcing  net.  Provides

Prescribes  simple  form  of  certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  officer  acting  as 
notary  ;  certificate  or  instrument  to  be  valid  notwithstanding  failure  to  state  place 
of  execution  or  acknowledgment. 

If  signature,  rank,  and  branch  of  service  of  any  such  commissioned  officer 
appears  on  document,  no  further  evidence  of  officer's  authority  required,  and  such 
action  by  such  officer  is  prima  facie  evidence  that  person  making  oath,  etc.,  is  within 
l)urview  of  section.

Changes  references  from  general  State  law  governing  general  elections  to  Elec- 
tions Code  provisions  governing  such  elections.

Makes  Improvement  Bond  Act  of  1915  applicable  to  districts 
in  connection  with  improvement  acts. 

Provides  for  recording  of  certified  copy  of  assessment  and  diagram  attached 
thereto  issued  under  improvement  acts. 

S.B.  145— DILWORTH.  (L.  Gov.)  Adds  Sec.  14.8,  Act  9124,  the  County  Water 
District  Act,  to  provide  for  payment  by  districts  of  judgments  against 
officers,  agents,  or  employees  for  acts  or  omissions  in  official  capacity,  except 
in  case  of  actual  fraud  or  malice,  without  obligation  for  repayment. 

S.B.  140— CRITTENDEN.  (Transp.)  Amends  Sec.  678,  Veh.  C,  to  make  prohi- 
bition of  metal  cleats,  ridges,  etc.,  on  tires  applicable  o°n  all  public  high- 
way.s,  instead  of  State  highways  only. 

S.B.  147— CRITTENDEN.  (Transp.)  Amends  Sec.  1029.  Sts.  v<t  H.  C,  to  delete 
provision  authorizing  con.solidation  of  road  districts  and  to  require  that 
person  appointed  as  road  commissioner  be  registered  civil  engineer.

H.  &  S.  C,  re  public  cemetery  districts. 
Authorizes  acquisition  of  nonperpetual  care  cemeteries  existing  at  time  of  dis- 
tricts' formation,  not  used  for  interment  for  20  years.

Prohibits  talung  of  salmon  in  Merced  River  above  Santa  Fe  bridge  near  Cressey 
Restricts  taking  of  salmon  in  San  Joaquin  River  within  Merced  County  to  taking 
with  hook  and  line.  Permits  taking  of  salmon  with  hook  and  line  or  with  spear  in  all 
other  waters  of  Merced  County.

Requires  supervisors  to  maintain  medical  social  service  to  determine  classifi- 
cation of  persons  applying  for  medical  care  or  hospitalization  at  county  expense,  and 
requires  that  classification  be  determined  at  time  of  application  for  care  and  hospitali- 
zation except  in  emergency  cases  and  eases  otherwise  provided  by  law.  Applicants 
dissatisfied  with  classification  may  secure  review  by  public  welfare  board.

thereto,  by  county  officer  or  employee,  a  misdemeanor. 

Requires  that  of  7  members  of  county  boards  of  public  welfare,  2  shall  be 
selected  from  nominees  of  agricultural  associations,  2  from  nominees  of  county  medical 
society,  1  from  nominees  of  organization  of  physicians  and  surgeons  other  than  doctors 
of  medicine,  and  2  from  business  groups,  labor  organizations,  and  other  representative 
groups.    Increases  length  of  terms  of  board  members. 

Authorizes  supervisors  to  provide  clerical  assistance  to  public  welfare  boards 
at  county  expense,  and  to  provide  office  space.  Deletes  present  limitation  of  $50  per 
year  for  miscellaneous  incidental  expenses. 

S.B.  219— HATFIELD  AND  SUTTON.  (Pub.  H.  &  S.)  Adds  Ch.  3,  Sees.  1450  to 
1533,  incl.,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  health  services. 
Provides  for  licensing  and  regulation  of  associations  contracting  to  furnish  health 
services  ;  establishes  position  of  Medical  Deputy  to  Director  of  Public  Health,  and 
permits  physicians  and  surgeons  to  incorporate  for  purpose  of  furnishing  health 
services. 

S.B.  220— HATFIELD.  (L.  Gov.)  Amends  Sec.  5,  adds  Sec.  22a,  Act  9125,  the 
California  Water  District  Act,  re  qualification  of  officers  and  deposit  of 
funds. 

Exempts  tax  collector,  treasurer,  and  assessor  from  being  holder  of  title  or  evi- 
dence of  title  to  land  in  district  in  order  to  qualify  for  office. 

Provides  money  of  district  may  be  deposited  in  accordance  with  general  laws  gov- 
erning deposit  of  public  money.  No  additional  security  need  be  required  for  portion 
of  deposits  insured  by  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation.

Such  compensation  shall  not  exceed  that  provided  for  court  reporters  in  con- 
tested cases  by  Sec.  274.  C.  C.  P. 

S.B.  223— HATFIELD  AND  HULSE.  (Gov.  E£E.)  Amends  Sees.  2  and  4,  Act 
886,  re  Bond  Sinking  Fund  of  1943. 
Extends  provision  for  payments  from  fund  to  and  including  116th  Fiscal  Year, 
present  law  100th  Fiscal  Year.  Provides  principal  and  interest  are  deemed  to  have 
matured  at  times  payments  are  made  to  Fiscal  Agent,  in  accordance  with  law ;  present 
law  provides  time  of  maturity  is  time  fixed  by  law  under  which  bonds  were  issued.

Adds  Sec.  19a,  Act  5238,  Municipal  Court  Act  of 
1925,  re  emergency  employees  in  municipal  courts. 
Authorizes  clerk  and  marshal,  when  emergency  requires  additional  employees 
to  discharge  business  of  court,  to  appoint  necessary  additional  deputies  to  hold  office 
not  more  than  90  days  after  adjournment  of  next  Regular  Session  of  Legislature  and 
to  receive  minimum  statutory  salaries  for  respective  positions. 

S.B.  226— TENNEY.  (Jud.)  Adds  Sec.  86a,  C.  C.  P.,  authorizing  destruction  of 
certain  municipal  court  records  of  civil  actions  more  than  15  years  old.

Permits  retirement  for  service  to  member  who  has  attained  age  65,  is  credited 
with  20  years  of  service  (including  six  of  last  10),  and  who  has  contributed  $2,400  to 
Superior  Court  Reporters  Retirement  Fund,  with  service  retirement  allowance  of 
one-half  final  salary  for  life. 

Permits  retirement  for  disability  to  members  permanently  incapacitated,  with 
disability  retirement  allowance  of  one-half  final  salary  for  life  if  eligible  for  service 
retirement,  otherwise  one-half  final  salary  for  five  years  plus  as  many  years  as  mem- 
ber's service  exceeds  five  years.

Prohibits  private  practice,  except  for  (1)  part-time  employees,  (2)  those  on 
special  leave  of  absence  not  to  exceed  30  days  without  pay,  (3)  those  on  longer  special 
leave  when  the  governing  body  finds  services  are  not,  for  such  period,  needed.

Bill  expands 
section  to  include  disabled  veterans  of  AVorld  Wars  I  and  II.  AJso  provides  for  free 
pheasant  tags  and  deer  tags  for  all  such  veterans. 

S.B.  237— TENNEY.    (Mil.  &  Vet.  Af.)     Adds  Sees.  .301,  500.  and  6.50,  Mil.  &  Vet. 

C,  to  provide  that  members  of  Naval  Militia,  California  State  Guard  and 
California  State  Militia  who  serve  under  honorable  conditions  for  full 
term  of  not  less  than  60  days  during  World  War  II  shall  receive  honorable 
discharge  and  service  medal  from  State. 

S.B.  238— TENNEY.    (Rev.  &  Tax.)    Amends  numerous  sections,  Rev.  &  Tax.  C, 
re  inheritance  and  gift  taxes. 
Changes  interest  standard  for  computing  present  value  of  future  interest,  income 
or  limited  estate,  from  5  to  4  per  cent  per  annum.

S.B.  249— HATFIELD.    (Ed.)    Amends  Sec.  16424,  Ed.  C,  re  injuries  to  pupils.

Includes  as  compensable  damages  injuries  to  trade,  business  or  industry  con- 
ducted on  premi.ses  condemned  and  cost  of  removal  of  personal  property  and  fixtures. 

Deletes  requirement  that  each  source  of  damages  must  be  assessed  separately.

C,  providing  for  classification  of  land  in  State  by  State 
Forestry  Board  in  which  prevention  and  suppression  of  fires  are  to  be 
primarily  State  responsibility  and  excluding  land  owned  or  controlled  by 
Federal  Government  and  in  incorporated  cities  therefrom.

cases  and  make  recommendations  re  standards  and  fees.  Creates  position  of  manager, 
salary  S12,000  a  year.  Makes  proceedings  open  to  public  but  medical  records  confi- 
dential. Establishes  causes  for  denial  and  revocation  of  registration.  Creates  and 
appropriates  funds  for  payment  of  health  services  and  administration  of  act.  Permits 
individuals  and  employers  to  elect  coverage.  Kxempts  individuaLs  adhering  to  faith 
of  healing  l)y  prayer.  Makes  certain  violations  of  act  misdemesinor.  Pledges  faith 
and  credit  of  State  to  assure  operation  of  act.

S.B.  511— FLETCHER.  (Nat.  Res.)  New  act,  appropriating  .$100,000  from  State 
Park  Fund  for  preparation  of  plans  for  postwar  reconstruction  and  reem- 
ployment program  for  Division  of  Beaches  and  Parks. 

S.B.  512— McBRIDE  AND  OTHERS.  (Soc.  AVel.)  Amends  and  adds  numerous 
sections,  W.  &  I.  C.  and  H.  &  S.  C,  and  adds  Ch.  2.5,  Div.  12,  Ed.  C,  re 
establishments,  homes,  and  institutions  for  care  or  i)lacement  of  children. 

Clarifies  jurisdiction  of  State  Department  of  Social  AVelfare  over  privately 
operated  establishments,  homes,  and  institutions  for  cliild  care,  and  home-finding  and 
placement  agencies,  defining  "l)oarding  home,"  "foster  family  day  care  home,"  "parent 
and  child  honie,"  "day  nursery,"  "children's  institution,"  "home-finding  agency,"  and 
"placement  service."  Exempts  from  Social  AVelfare  jurisdiction  care  or  placement 
by  certain  specified  relatives,  home  care,  occasional  care,  temporary  care,  cami)S,  and 
institutions  under  jurisdiction  of  another  State  department  (specifically,  certain  mater- 
nity hospitals,  children's  hospitals,  including  convalescent  homes,  nursery  liomes.  etc., 
and  private  schoQls  under  Department  of  Pul)lic  Health,  certain  establishments  for 
mentally  incompetent  under  Department  of  Institutions,  and  private  nursery  schools 
under  Department  of  Education). 

Authorizes  injunction  proceedings  by  Director  of  Department  of  Social  Welfare 
against  licensing  law  violations. 

Provides  for  licensing,  etc..  of  children's  hospitals  and  limited  licensing  and  j\ir- 
isdiction  over  private  schools  by  Slate  Department  of  Public  Health,  and  licensing 
and  supervision  of  private  nursery  schools  by  State  Department  of  Education. 

Appropriates  unspecified  amount  for  supervision,  licensing,  inspection,  and  regu- 
lation of  child  care  establishments  and  home-finding  and  placement  agencies  during 
Ninety-seventh  and  Ninety-eighth  Fiscal  Years,  to  be  allocated  by  Director  of  Finance 
in  accordance  with  limitations  set  forth  therein  among  the  State  Departments  charged 
with  duties  in  respect  to  various  types  of  establishments  and  services. 

S.B.  513 — SHELLEY.  (Gov.  Eff.)  New  act,  re  salary  increases  for  State 
employees  compensated  on  monthly  basis. 

Provides  additional  salary  increase  of  $25  per  mouth  for  last  half  Ninety-sixth 
Fiscal  Year,  makes  blank  General  Fund  appropriation  and  directs  creation  special  fund 
deficiencies  therefor. 

Authorizes  and  directs  revision  of  salary  ranges  to  include  this  increase,  reserving 
power  of  future  revision  in  State  Personnel  Board.

Applies  University  of  California  at  discretion  of  The  Regents. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  usual  current  expenses. 

S  B.  514 — TENNEY.  (Transp.)  Amends  Sec.  2808,  Sts.  &  H.  C,  re  construction 
or  acquisition  of  sanitary  sewers  and  disposal  works. 

Exempts  such  work  entirely  from  provisions  of  Special  Assessment,  Investiga- 
tion, Limitation,  and  Majority  Protest  Act  of  1931.  Present  law  requires  compliance 
with  majority  protest  provision  and  requires  finding  by  legislative  body  that  probable 
assessments  for  such  works  will  not  exceed  amount  of  limitations  imposed  by  said  act. 

To  take  effect  immediately,  urgency  measure. 

S.B.  515— TENNEY.  (Ed.)  Amends  Art.  heading  and  adds  Sees.  22428,  22429, 
and  22430  to  Art.  5,  Ch.  4,  Div.  11.  Ed.  C,  re  library  districts. 
Provides  that  annexation  or  exclusion  of  territory  be  effected  pursuant  to  Act 
2120,  District  Organization  Act,  except  that  election  need  not  he  held  unless  protests 
are  made  by  50  taxpayers  and  residents.  No  election  required  where  exclusion  is  of 
tax  exempt  property. 
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S.B.  ,616 — TENNEY.  (Tiansp.)  Amends  various  sees.,  Sts.  &  H.  C,  re  special 
assessment  proceedinsis  under  Improvement  Act  of  1911. 

Broadens  definition  of  "incidental  expenses"  to  include  expense  of  superintendent 
of  streets  in  collecting  assessments,  and  overhead  expense  of  riijht  of  way  acquisition. 

Provides  that  "warrimt  authorizing  contractor  to  collect  assessments  shall  not 
be  given  to  him  when  superintendent  of  streets  collects  a.sjcssments,  and  that,  in  such 
case,  contractor  need  not  file  statement  of  assessments  collected  hy  him  ;  that  where 
street  superintendent  collects  assessments,  interest  starts  on  assessments  on  31st 
day  after  recordation  of  warrant.

Makes  other  minor  changes  to  conform  to  above.

S.B.  519— TEXXEY.  (Soc.  \\e\.)  Amends  Sec.  202,  W.  &  I.  C,  re  care,  mainte- 
nance, and  attendance  of  indigent  sick  and  dependent  poop. 
Authorizes  board  of  supervisors  to  provide  service  in  boarding  homes  (in  addi- 
tion to  presently  authorized  hospital  service  in  hospitals,  clinics,  rest  homes,  and 
sanitaria),  and  to  provide  all  authorized  service  in  cases  of  emergency  as  well  as  in 
cases  of  unusual  difficulty.

S.B.  524— TENNEY  AND  OTHERS.    (Pub.  H.  &S.)    Amends  and  repeals  various 
sections,  H.  &  S.  C,  re  forfeiture  of  vehicles  transporting  narcotics. 
Under  existing  law,  knowledge  of  unlawful  use  no  defense  to  forfeiture  action, 
except  as  to  certain  lienholders  who  prove  they  investigated  character  of  purchaser 
or  debtor. 

I?ill  prevents  forfeiture  of  interest  of  any  person  unles^  he  had  knowledge  or 
reasoiftible  ground  to  believe  vehicle  used  unlawfully.  Requires  investigation  as  to 
knowledge  of  owner  of  interest  in  vehicle  by  (?!hief  of  Division  of  Narcotic  Enforcement 
and  immediate  release  of  vehicle  unless  he  finds  such  knowledge.

Provides  that  upon  petition  of  parents  or  guardians  of  five  or  more  pupils 
residing  more  than  100  miles  from  high  school,  high  school  district  must  establish 
and  maintain  high  school  in  elementary  school  district  more  than  100  miles  from  high 
school  and  expend  for  purpose  apportioned  State  funds  for  such  school  and  taxes  levied 
tor  high  school  purposes  in  elementary  school  district  where  school  is  established  and 
contiguous  elementary  districts.

S.B.  844— DILWORTH.  (Agr.)  Amends  Sec.  830,  Ag.  C,  to  exempt  dates  from 
quality  standards  when  being  delivered  to  distillery  for  alcohol  manu- 
facture. 

S.B.  845— WARD,  SHELLEY,  AND  HATFIELD.  (Gov.  Eff.)  Amends  Act 
6386,  the  Public  Utilities  Act,  to  raise  salary  of  Railroad  Commissioner 
from  $8,000  to  $12,000. 
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S.B.  846 — RICH  AND  OTHERS.  (F.  I.)  Adds  new  article,  Ins.  C,  re  regulation 
of  rates  for  insurance. 

Applies  to  all  in.surancc  except  life,  title,  workmen's  compensation,  credit,  mort- 
gage, and  ocean  marine,  after  December  31,  1945.  Applies  to  all  types  of  insurers 
except  fraternal  fire  insurers. 

Requires  all  insurers  to  file  with  Insurance  Commissioner,  either  directly,  or 
through  rating  buri'uu,  all  rate  manuals,  etc.,  and  to  adhere  thereto.  Rating  systems 
not  to  be  used  until  approved  by  commissioner.  An  insurer  filing  individually  shall 
not  file  any  schedule  of  rates  or  system  which  is  substantially  that  of  a  rating  bureau 
if  it  is  not  meinbor  or  sul)scribcr.

Permits  insurer  which  is  member  or  subscriber  of  rating  bureau  to  deviate  from 
rates  filed  by  bureau  upon  approval  of  commissioner. 

Permits  charging  rate  in  excess  of  filed  rate  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
shall  be  approved  by  commissioner. 

Permits  use  of  merit  or  experience  rating  system  with  the  approval  of  com- 
missioner. 

Defines  fleet  policy  for  purpose  of  rate  regulation  and  prohibits  "fictitious"  fleet. 

Provides  for  licensing  of  rating  bureaus  having  two  or  more  insurers  as  Bub- 
.scribers.  A  group  of  insurers  is  but  one  insurer  for  this  purpose.  Rating  bureaus 
are  subject  to  examination  by  the  commissioner  to  the  same  extent  as  insurer.  Their 
services  must  be  open  to  all  equally.  Members  and  subscribers  of  rating  bureaus  shall 
observe  their  rules  and  regulations,  and  the  bureaus  shall  provide  for  a  stamping 
bureau.

Prohibits  administrative  olficer  or  board  from  issuing  suhpena  duces  tecum 
unless  specially  authorized  by  law,  and  unless  there  is  on  file  affidavit  specifying  exact 
matters  or  things  to  l)e  produced,  and  setting  forth  in  detail  materiality  thereof,  and 
stating  that  witness  has  such  matters  or  things.  Provides  affidavit  be  signed  by 
person  having  knowledge  of  facts,  including  such  officer  or  member  of  board.

Present  law  authorizes  adoption  and  application  of  methods  for  correlating 
marketable  supply  of  any  commodity  to  market  demands,  which  bill  limits  to  appli- 
cation of  such  methods  in  connection  with  establishment  or  maintenance  of  stabiliza- 
tion, surplus,  diversion  or  substandard  pools.

Requires  notice  to  Department  of  Social  Welfare  of  actions  subsequent  to  filing 
of  petition  to  adopt,  and  specifies  requirements  of  petition  and  duties  of  department 
and  of  parents. 

Defines  terms  and  eases  where  consent  required  ;  limits  investigations  in  adop- 
tions by  step-parents  to  cases  where  natural  parent  has  custody  of  child  ;  extends 
operation  of  act  to  ninety-first  day  after  final  adjournment  of  57th  Regular  Session  or 
cessation  of  hostilities.  Clarifies  rights  of  Department  of  Social  Welfare  as  to  issu- 
ance of  information  re  adoptions  to  specified  courts  or  agencies. 

A.B.  929— JOHNSON.    (Jud.)    Amends  Sees.  364.  365  and  402,  C.  C,  re  liability 
of  shareholder  for  improper  dividends,  unauthorized  sale  of  shares  and 
improper  distributions. 
Provides  that  section  re  improper  dividends  not  applicable  to  improper  distribu- 
tions covered  by  section  on  that  subject.    Deletes  provision  making  liability  to  return 
improper  dividends  or  value  of  shares  improperly  sold  to  corporation  contingent  upon

Defines  "process  of  winding  up"  as  used  in  section  re  improper  distributions  to 
include  both  proceedings  under  C.  C.  chapter  on  subject  and  any  other  distribution  of 
assets  to  shareholder  made  in  contemplation  of  termination  or  abandonment  of  cor- 
porate business. 

A.B.  930— JOHXSOX.  (Jud.)  Adds  Sec.  6060.5,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  admission  to 
practice  of  law  by  person  baring  served  in  armed  forces. 
Makes  eligible  for  certification  for  admission  to  practice,  upon  motion  without 
examination,  person  who  is  citizen  of  TTnited  States,  at  least  21  years  of  age  and  of 
good  moral  character,  but  not  in  all  other  respects  able  to  meet  eligibility  requirements, 
if  he  has  successfully  completed  course  of  study  for  specified  period,  has  entered  and 
served  in  military  or  naval  service  of  United  States  immediately  after  completing  such 
study,  and  has  been  resident  of  State  for  three  months  prior  to  entering  service. 

A.B.  931— JOHXSOX.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sec.  6060.6,  B.  &  P.  C,  re  admission  to 
practice  of  law  by  person  registering  and  studying  prior  to  termination  of 
hostilities. 

Changes  requirement  as  to  time  for  completion  of  course  prior  to  examination 
from  90  to  five  days. 

A.B.  932— JOHNSON.  (Jud.)  Adds  Sec.  1066,  C.  C.  P.,  re  judicial  review  of 
adminis'trative  determination. 
Provides  that  where  administrative  determination  is  subject  of  trial  and  action 
is  filed  while  penalty  imposed  by  administrative  tribunal  is  in  force,  action  not  to  be 
deemed  moot  because  penalty  has  been  completed  or  complied  with  during  pendency 
of  action. 

A.B.  933— JOHNSON.  (Jud.)  Adds  Sec.  1065,  C.  C.  P.,  re  judicial  review  of 
administrative  determinations. 
Provides  that  on  such  review  court  may  strike  out  incompetent,  irrelevant, 
immaterial,  or  other  inadmissible  evidence.  Court  may  receive  improperly  rejected 
evidence  or  other  legally  competent  evidence,  and  competent  evidence  in  contradiction 
or  impeachment  of  relevant  testimony  received  by  administrative  body.

Provides  sum  awarded  by  board  to  be  paid  without  necessity  of  establishing 
present  need. 

Provides  superior  court  review  of  proceedings  after  decision  of  board  to  be  on 
facts  as  well  as  law  and  review  to  be  distinct  and  cumulative  remedy. 
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A.B.  988— BROWN  AND  SHERIDAN.  (Rev.  &  Tax.)  Amends  Sees.  2507  and 
2508,  Rev.  &  Tax.  C,  re  handling  of  commercial  paper  received  in  payment 
of  taxes.

Eliminates  requirement  of  railroad  approach  signs  for  electric  interurban  rail- 
ways on  Railroad  Commission  authorization. 

Makes  numerous  changes  re  effect  of  different  types  of  official  trafBc  control 
signals. 
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A.B.  12C2— BURNS  AND  OTHERS.  (Trans.  &  C.)  Amends  Sees.  525.  531.5, 
540,  551,  552,  and  577,  Veh.  C,  re  rules  of  the  road. 

Deletes  requirement  vehicle  be  driven  as  clo.se  as  practical  to  right  hand  curb 
or  edge  of  roadway.  Clarifies  without  substantial  change  law  re  crossing  divided 
highways,  turning  left  at  intersection  and  entering  through  highways. 

Requires  vehicles  in  caravan  to  be  at  least  100  feet  apart. 

Authorizes  left  hand  turn  before  reaching  center  of  intersection. 

A.B.  1263— BURNS  AND  OTHERS.  (Trans.  &  C.)  Amends  Sees.  560,  562,  563, 
and  5(54,  Veh.  C,  re  pedestrians. 

Provides  that  duty  to  yield  to  pedestrian  applies  only  to  pedestrian  lawfully 
using  the  highway.  Requires  pedestrians  outside  of  business  or  residential  districts  to 
use  sidewalks  or,  if  none,  to  walk  on  left  hand  side  of  road  facing  traffic  and  to  cross 
roadway  at  right  angles. 

Prohibits  standing  in  roadway  to  solicit  ride.  ^ 

A.B.  1264— BURNS  AND  OTHERS.  (Trans.  &  C.)  Amends  Sec.  590,  repeals 
Sec.  588  and  adds  Sees.  .>88  and  5S9.5,  Veh.  C,  re  parking. 

Deletes  provisions  of  present  law  as  to  regulation  of  parking  on  State  highways 
by  local  authorities  and  provides  for  regulation  of  parking  on  State  highways  where 
parking  is  dangerous  by  Department  of  Public  Works  or  as  to  State  highways  in  cities, 
by  cities  on  authorization  of  department.  Prohibits  angle  parking  on  State  highways 
unless  permitted  by  local  ordinance  and  resolution  of  Highway  Commission. 

Requires  parking  within  18  inches  of  right  hand  curb  except  where  otherwise 
permitted  by  ordinance  on  one  way  roadways.

C, 
re  windshields  and  windows,  to  authorize  stickers  to  be  placed  on  side 
windows  to  rear  of  driver. 

694  and  713, 
adds  See.  700.5,  Veh.  C.,  re  motor  vehicles. 

Makes  special  provision  for  operation  of  motor  coaches  or  buses  by  common 
carriers  of  width  not  exceeding  104  inches. 

Imposes  liability  for  wilful  or  negligent  spilling  or  leaving  of  cargo  or  debris 
upon  street  or  highway  or  wilful  or  negligent  damage  thereto. 

Authorizes  cities  to  reduce  weight  limits  on  State  highways  within  cities,  condi- 
tioned on  approval  of  Department  of  Public  Works  after  hearing. 

A.B.  1269— BURNS  AND  OTHERS.  (Trans.  &  C.)  Amends  Sees.  731,  737,  739, 
739.1  and  adds  See.  737.1,  Veh.  C,  re  procedure  upon  arrest. 

Requires  10  days  notice  to  appear  to  owner  before  issuing  warrant  for  owner's 
arrest  for  operation  by  employee  or  other  person. 

Includes  in  cases  where  officer  has  option  to  take  arrested  person  immediately 
before  magistrate,  cases  of  failure  to  stop  after  accident  involving  damage  to  property 
or  after  collision  with  unattended  vehicle. 
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Requires  admission  to  bail  where  arrested  for  misdemeanor  and  not  released  on 
notice  to  appear.  Authorizes  clerk  or  commissioner  of  court  to  fix  bail  per  schedule 
approved  by  magistrate. 

Clarifies  provision  authorizing  use  of  duplicate  notice  to  appear  in  lieu  of 
complaint. 

A.B.  1270— BURNS  AND  OTHERS.  (Trans.  &  C.)  Amends  Sec.  750,  adds  Sees. 
745  and  771.5,  Veh.  C,  re  arrest  procedure  and  prosecution.

Creates  rebuttable  presumption  that  traffic  signs  and  traffic  control  devices  have 
been  lawfully  placed  and  comply  with  code  requirements.

Expands  act's  operation  to  include  cases  where  blind  person  is  guided  by  dog. 

C,  re 
insurance  agents,  brokers  or  solicitors. 
Provides  receipt  of  more  than  50%  of  total  premiums  in  any  calendar  year  from 
personal  or  controlled  insurance  is  unlawful  rebate  and  caiise  for  revocation,  suspension, 
or  denial  of  existing  license  or  denial  of  application  for  license.

Broadens  definition  of  sale  and  sell  to  include  sale  of  any  interest  in  a  security 
and  contracts,  exchanges,  offers,  advertisements,  and  any  other  attempt  to  sell. 

Requires  permit  for  exercise  of  stock  right. 

Includes  in  grounds  for  denial  of  permit  to  sell  securities,  finding  that  sale  will 
work  fraud  upon  others  interested  in  aiiplicanfs  affairs. 

Imposes  fees  for  amendments  to  applications  for  permits. 

Limits  fee  for  permit  to  issue  securities  in  exchange  for  outstanding  issue 

to  .i;25. 

A.B.  131.J— MALONEY.  (Fin.  &  Ins.)  Amends  Sec.  1072  and  adds  Sees.  1070.5, 
1071.5  and  1075,  Ins.  C,  re  withdrawal  of  insurers. 

Requires  insurers  who  fail  to  renew  certificate  of  authority  or  whose  certificate 
is  revoked  to  apply  for  withdrawal  and  on  such  withdrawal  to  discharge  or  secure 
reinsurance  of  liabilities  to  State  residents.

Deletes  retaliatory  provision  for  extra  tax  on  foreign  insurers  whose  home  States 
discriminate  against  California  insurers  doing  business  therein  and  deletes  procedural 
provisions  relating  to  retaliation. 

Clarifies  provisions  concerning  commissioner's  report  to  Board  of  Equalization 
for  assessment  purposes  and  provides  for  inclusion  of  ocean  marine  insurers  in  report 
of  overassessment  or  underassessment  of  tax. 

A.B.  1318 — MALONEY.  (Fin.  &  Ins.)  Amends  See.  4061  and  repeals  Sec.  385, 
Ins.  C,  to  delete  cross-references  to  section  repealed  in  1941. 

A.B.  1319— MALONEY.  (Fin.  &  Ins.)  Amends  Sees.  1326  and  1351,  and  adds 
Sec.  1350.5,  Ins.  C,  re  attorneys  of  reciprocal  insurers. 

Authorizes  cancellation  of  attorney's  bond  by  surety  on  30  days  notice  without 
affecting  liability  previously  incurred. 

Requires  amended  certificate  of  authority  in  case  of  substitution  of  attorney  or 
change  in  any  matter  covered  by  certificate  of  authority  and  provides  fee  for  issuance 
of  amended  certificate. 

A.B.  1320— MALONEY.  (Fin.  &  Ins.)  Amends  Sees.  1584  and  1591,  Ins.  C,  re 
alien  insurers. 

Authorizes  commissioner  to  accept  deposit  of  securities  in  excess  of  required 
minimum. 

Clarifies  provision.';  as  to  annual  statements  to  require  additional  information  as 
to  general  State  deposits,  liabilities  and  reserves,  and  loans  of  alien  life  insurers. 

A.B.  1321— MALONEY.    (Fin.  &  Ins.)    Amends,  adds  and  repeals  sections,  Ins. 
C,  re  insurance  producers  licenses  and  bail  permits  and  licenses. 
Authorizes  commissioner  to  fix  periods  for  which  licenses  may  be  issued,  not  in 
excess  of  4  years,  and  requires  annual  notices  of  intention  to  keep  such  licenses  in 
force  and  payment  of  fees  therefor  annually.

C,  re  transportation  ticket  policies  of  disability  insurance. 
Deletes  references  in  provision  for  licensing  agents  and  in  standard  provision 
requirements  for  disability  jjolicies  to  railroad  ticket  policies  and  substitutes  references 
to  transportation  ticket  policies.  Defines  transportation  ticket  policies  as  policies  of 
disability  insurance  sold  at  stations  and  ticket  offices  by  employees  of  common  carriers 
and  by  travel  agents,  having  as  dominant  feature  protection  of  insured  from  trans- 
portation hazards.

Requires  articles  of  incorporation  of  corporation  not  to  be  authorized  to  issue 
stock,  or  not  organized  for  pecuniary  gain  or  profit  to  members  to  so  state.

Eliminates  requirement  that  loan  reserve  include  amount  in  such  reserve  on 
August  14.

5192.  re  joint  operation  of  sewage  facilities. 
Authorizes  contracts  for  joint  construction  and  operation  of  sewage  treatment 
plants  or  disposal  works  by  two  or  more  cities  or  districts,  and  issuance  of  bonds 
therefor.

Prohibits  withdrawal  of  any  classified  position  from  civil  service  or  removal, 
dismissal  or  demotion  of  employee,  except  for  cause,  either  by  repeal  of  civil  service 
ordinance,  reclassification,  or  otherwise,  without  approval  of  two-thirds  of  electors. 

A.B.  1499— WATERS.    (Fin.  &  Ins.)    Amends  See.  .5808,  Lab.  C.  re  workmen's 
compensation,  to  provide  that  only  the  commission  or  a  commissioner  may

Provides  appeals  by  applicants  or  recipients  from  action  of  board  of  supervisors 
under  Old  Age  Security  Law  to  be  heard  in  county  of  residence  by  referee  appointed 
by  Social  AVelfare  Board.  If  appellant  dissatisfied  with  ruling  of  referee,  may  then 
apply  for  rehearing  before  full  board.  Action  of  referee,  if  not  appealed,  action  of 
board.  Provides  no  action  to  be  filed  in  superior  court  until  appellant  has  exhausted 
remedies  of  hearing  by  referee  and  rehearing  by  board.

Provides  for  compilation  by  Legislative  Counsel  of  codes  and  other  statutes, 
printing  and  distribution  of  same  by  State  Printer  under  supervision  of  Director  of 
Finance,  at  prices  fixed  by  director  to  cover  cost  of  printing  and  distribution  but  not 
necessarily  of  compilation. 

Appropriates  unspecified  sum  for  such  printing  and  distribution  and  provides 
that  receipts  from  sales  shall  be  credited  to  the  appropriation.

A.B.  2123— CALL.  (Elec.  &  Reap.)  Amends  Sec.  10602,  Elec.  C,  re  nominations 
for  judicial  offices,  to  require  numerically  designated  office  sought,  to  be 
indicated  on  declaration  of  candidacy  or  declaration  of  acceptance  of 
nomination,  as  well  as  on  declaration  of  intention  to  become  a  candidate.

Present  law  provides  excess  be  used  for  cash  dividend  to,  or  renewal  credit  for, 
employers  insured  with  fund. 

Bill  deletes  this  and  transfers  excess  to  General  Fund. 

A.B.  2125— CALL.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sec.  43.5,  C.  C,  and  Sec.  340,  0.  C.  P.,  re 
right  of  privacy. 

Provides  that  no  action  arises  for  invasion  without  malice  of  right  of  privacy. 
Prescribes  one  year  limitation  for  commencement  of  action  for  invasion  of  right  of 
privacy. 
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A.B.  2126— EVANS.    (Pub.  H.)    Adds  Sees.  5a  and  13a,  Act  4811.  re  chiropractic. 

Declares  approved  courses  taught  in  State  Chiropractic  Colleges  are  deemed 
practice  of  chiropractic.  Provides  that  chiropractors  are  to  be  deemed  expert  witnesses 
as  to  cases  in  which  they  attended  or  consulted.

C,  re  coin  operated  amuse- 
ment devices. 
See  digest  of  A.  B.  2021,  apparently  identical. 

A.B.  2129— KILPATRICK.    (Pub.  H.)    Amends  Act  8780d,  the  Unemployment 
Insurance  Act,  re  system  of  health  insurance. 
See  digest  of  A.  B.  1414,  apparently  identical. 

A.B.  2130— LOWREY.  (Jud.)  Amends  Sees.  7,  8,  9a,  9b  and  adds  Sees.  9c,  9d,  9e, 
12b  and  12c,  Act  261,  re  ownership  of  real  .property  and  watercraft  by 
aliens  and  other  persons. 

Extends  operation  of  act  to  persons  of  .Japanese  or  other  ancestry  ineligible  to 
citizenship  who  owe  allegiance  to  any  foreign  government.

Provides  that  no  provision  of  Constitution  be  construed  as  limitation  upon  power 
of  Legislature  to  grant  pensions  to  senior  citizens  or  blind  as  matter  of  right  rather 
than  need. 

A.C.A.  3 — MIDDOUGH.    (C.  A.)    Amends  Sec.  9,  Art.  V,  re  extraordinary  sessions 
of  Legislature. 

Authorizes  Governor  to  refer  new  subjects  to  Legislature  while  in  extraordinary 
session. 

Requires  Governor  to  convene  Legislature  in  extraordinary  session  on  petition  by 
majority  of  members  of  each  house.  Prescribes  procedure,  and  provides  on  failure  of 
Governor  to  issue  proclamation  within  10  days.  Lieutenant  Governor  or  Speaker  of 
the  Assembly  or  both  jointly  may  call  Legislature  into  extraordinary  session.

XVIa,  re  pensions. 
See  digest  of  S.C.A.  4,  apparently  identical. 

A.C.A.  7— HEISINGER.    (C.  A.)    Amends  Sec.  1,  Art.  XIIL  re  property  taxation. 

Provides  oil  and  gas  rights  separately  held  for  life,  for  term  of  years,  or  in  per- 
petuity to  be  assessed  at  actual  value  or  at  10  per  cent  of  overlying  fee  if  actual  value 
can  not  be  ascertained  by  ordinary  means. 

A.C.A.  8— MILLER  AND  CRICHTON.    (C.  A.)    Amends  Sec.  2,  Art.  V,  re  terms 
of  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor. 
Increases  term  of  each  office  to  six  years  and  limits  any  person  holding  office  of 
Governor  to  one  term. 
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A.C.A.  9— HAWKINS.    (C.  A.)    Adds  Sec.  5,  Art.  XIII,  re  property  taxation. 

Exempts  dwelling  hou.ses  in  which  owner  resides  and  land  on  which  it  is  situated 
from  taxation  to  amount  of  $1,000  of  assessed  value.  Provides  I.iPgislature  may 
increase  exemption  to  any  amount  from  $1,000  to  and  including  $3,000. 

A.C.A.  10 — BECK.  (C.  A.)  Amends  Sees.  2  and  34,  Art.  IV,  re  sessions  of  the 
Legislature. 

Provides  for  annual  sessions  of  the  Legislature.  Regular  sessions  in  odd  num- 
bered years  to  be  known  as  general  sessions,  for  enactment  of  Budget  Act  for  ensuing 
fiscal  year  and  other  legislation. 

Regular  sessions  in  even  numbered  years  to  be  known  as  budget  sessions,  and 
limited  to  the  Budget  act  and  emergency  legislation. 

Retains  present  provisions  as  to  time  for  session  and  recess  for  general  sessions, 
and  provides  budget  sessions  shall  commence  on  first  Monday  in  March. 

Makes  corresponding  changes  in  present  ^irovisions  governing  the  submission  of 
budget  and  budget  message.

(C.  A.)    Amends  Sec.  17,  Art.  V,  and  adds  Sec.  34b,  Art  IV, 
and  Sec.  20,  Art.  XIII,  re  State  fiscal  affairs. 
Validates  proposed  act  enacting  Fiscal  Code. 

Transfers  certain  specified  powers  of  State  Controller  to  Director  of  Finance, 
Auditor  General,  and  Director  of  Revenue,  respectively.  Creates  office  of  Auditor 
General.    Prescribes  respective  fields  of  duty  of  Treasurer  and  Auditor  General. 

Abolishes  office  of  State  Controller  and  provides  that  incumbent  on  effective  date 
of  amendment  becomes  Auditor  General  until  next  general  election. 

Provides  for  filling  of  vacancies  in  ex  officio  offices  resulting  from  abolition  of 
office  of  State  Controller.

(C.  A.)  Amends  Art.  IX,  Sec.  2.  to 
delete  provisions  requiring  election  of  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, fixing  bis  salary  and  time  of  beginning  term. 
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A.C.A.  17— JOHNSON  AND  OTHERS.  (C.  A.)  Adds  Sees.  3.1  and  3.2,  Art  IX, 
re  county  superintendents  of  schools. 

Provides  for  State  Board  of  Education  to  establish  qualifications  for  eligibility 
to  office  of  county  superintendents  of  schools.

Permits  appointment  of  additional  Associate  Superintendents  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion subject  to  civil  service. 

A.C.A.  19— WATERS.  (C.  A.)  Amends  Sec.  4  and  adds  Sees.  5  and  6,  Art.  XXVI, 
re  taxes  upon  use  of  public  highways. 
Repeals  Motor  Vehicle  Transportation  License  Tax  Law  and  prohibits  any 
license  fee  or  tax  imposed  upon  use  of  public  highways  by  commercial  vehicles  which 
does  not  apply  equally  and  uniformly  to  all  making  same  use  of  highways,  either 
transporting  their  own  goods  or  those  of  others  for  hire  or  compensation. 

A.C.A.  20— McMillan.  (C.  a.)  Adds  Sec.  23,  Art.  IV,  to  permit  Legislature  to 
guarantee  loans  to  person,  firm,  association,  organization,  partnership, 
business  trust,  or  corporation  which  converts  from  war  to  peace  industry, 
and  to  appropriate  funds  therefor. 

A.C.A.  21— BURKHALTER.    (0.  A.)    Repeals  Sec.  26  and  adds  Sec.  26.5,  Art.  VI, 
re  selection  of  judges. 
Eliminates  uncontested  elections  for  judicial  officers  and  returns  former  system 
of  contested  elections. 

A.C.A.  22— CALL.  (C.  A.)  Amends  and  adds  numerous  sections.  Art.  VI,  re  court 
of  administrative  appeals. 

Creates  Court  of  Administrative  Appeals,  invested  with  judicial  power  of  State. 

Court  of  Administrative  Appeals  to  consist  of  presiding  justice  and  two  associate 
justices.  Legislature  to  have  power  to  provide  that  court  have  two  or  more  divisions, 
each  so  constituted,  in  which  event  Legislature  may  designate  one  or  more  divisions 
as  Court  of  Tax  Appeals,  with  appropriate  assignment  of  matters. 

Justices  of  court  to  be  nominated,  appointed,  and  elected  in  same  manner  as 
justices  of  Supreme  Court  with  same  terms  of  office.  Salaries  of  justices  to  be  same 
as  salaries  of  justices  of  District  Courts  of  Appeal.

Court  to  have  appellate  jurisdiction  in  all  proceedings  concerning  validity  of 
action  of  administrative  agencies,  including  assessment,  determination  or  collection 
of  any  tax,  license,  impost,  assessment,  toll,  or  municipal  fine,  and  power  to  issue  all 
writs  necessary  to  complete  exercise  of  this  jurisdiction.  Legislature  given  power  to 
provide  for  appeals  to,  or  review  by,  this  court  direct  from  action  of  administrative 
agencies.  Original  appellate  jurisdiction  talten  from  Supreme  Court  on  appeal  from 
superior  courts  in  all  cases  which  involve  legality  of  any  tax,  impost,  assessment,  toll, 
or  municipal  fine. 

Provision  made  for  transfer  of  cases  between  Supreme  Court,  District  Courts 
of  Appeal,  and  Court  of  Administrative  Appeals  in  same  manner  as  is  now  provided 
as  to  transfer  of  cases  between  Supreme  Court  and  District  Courts  of  Appeal. 

Amends  numerous  provisions  of  Constitution  to  make  provisions  applicable  to 
Supreme  Court  and  District  Courts  of  Appeal  and  justices  thereof  applicable  to  Court 
of  Administrative  Appeals  and  justices  thereof. 
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A.C.A.  23— EVANS.    (C.  A.)    Adds  Sec.  26,  Art.  XX,  re  incorporating  Federal  BUI 
of  Rights  into  law  of  State. 
Provides  that  first  10  amendments  of  Constitution  of  United  States  of  America, 
as  construed  by  Supreme  Court  of  United  States,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  every 
statute,  law,  rule  and  regulation  in  State,  both  as  to  substantive  law  and  procedure. 

A.C.A.  24 — EVAN'S.    (C.  A.)    Adds  Sec.  25,  Art.  XX,  re  constitutional  convention. 

Provides  for  calling  of  convention  to  revise  State  Constitution,  within  90  days 
after  passage  of  section.  Members  of  convention  to  be  equal  in  number  to  members 
of  Legislature,  and  to  be  named  by  Senators  and  Assemblymen. 

A.C.A.  25 — EVANS.    (C.  A.)    Adds  Sec.  23,  Art.  XX,  re  State  Athletic  Com- 
mission. 

Abolishes  commission,  vests  its  power  in  single  commissioner  appointed  by  Gov- 
ernor, permits  commissioner  to  regulate  sports  not  covered  by  any  other  act. 
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
